PUBLIC GETS BIG RECOGNITION 


Washington, D. C., July 10,;—President Harding today 


proposed Federal administration of the nation-wide mine 
strike. 
Speaking before the conference of operators and 


miners at the White House the Chief Executive suggested 
that the dispute be submitted to a commission made up of 
three operators, three representatives of the miners and five 
persons to represent £he public. The President would appoint 
the public's representatives. 
He also again demanded that 


the operators and miners begin mining operators pending the 
findings of the commission. 
This commission would 'have 


until August 10th to arrange a new wage scale,-and in" the 
me^f 'ime the old scale would be effective. 


* Washington, t). C., July 10.—If a new wage scale cannot 


be agreed upon by August ,10th the President sard that the 
present scale should be continued until 1923. 
He asked, thai 


the two factions advise tonight if they would agree to this 
proposal. John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine Work 
^PC immediately called a meeting of the union chiefs.

It was understood that if this conference is concurred 


in by both operators and miners they would both agree to 
accept as final the findings of the commission. 


The commission would also make an exhaustive inquirj 


into the mining industry, which has been the source of recur- 
ring strikes for the past,,twelve years. 
The Prsident wa; 


hopeful that lasting peace in the industry could be established 
at this time and will ask Congress for authority and financial 
aid to proceed with the conference.

would continue in effect until March 1st, 1923. It was though" 
that the commission by that time would be able \ to make i 
complete report on the condition of the industry.': 


The-President's proposal, should it be accepted, would be 


a victory for the miners to a certain extent, as the commi&sioi 
would thus be drawing up a national wage seal, wherea,' 
the operators have been insisting on sectional \wage agree 
ments.

Our higher institutions of learning are not the 


apex of our system of education. They are ita base. 
All the people look up to their influence and their in- 
spiration. They must be under the guidance of men 
of piety and men of an open mind. They must con- 
tinue their indispensable service to the cause of free- 
dom by bringing all the people unto a knowledge of 
the truth. 


There must be an increasing reliance upon relig- 


ion. It is the source of all faith. It is the evidence 
of the eternal purpose, and of the true power, the 


true nobility of mankind. It gives a divine sanction to the authority of 
righteous government, to faithful service through economic relationship, 
and to the peaceful covenants of international understanding. 
It repre- 


sents the only hope of the world, the only motive by ,which mankind can 
bear the burdens of civilization. 


The peculiar meaning of America is faith, faith in the first place 


fn an international power, faith in the second place in mankind. There 
are those who doubt the stability of republican institutions. There are 
those who question* the ability of a people long to maintain a democracy. 
The progress of the race does not lie merely in the intelligence, philos- 
ophy, or the art of a few, but in their possession by the many, in their 
general acceptance. 


America lays no claim to the discovery of the theory of freedom of 


self-government. Its glory lies in the ability of its people to put those 
theories into practice, not merely the power to state them but the capacity 
to live tip to them. 


The inalienable right of man to life and liberty and to be protected 


in the enjoyment of the rewards of his own industry have their source in 
religion. The rights of man as man, the dignity of the individual, find 
their justification in that source alone. Whenever its teachings were full) 
admitted, the rest followed as a matter of course. It was religion that 


1 ;ame first ; then the establishment of free government. 


With thase there came the opportunity for a general education, for B 


broader service by the institutions of higher learning, which ushered in 
the age of science, resulting in the great material prosperity. These were 
'the institutions which Americans built up and supported out of their 
faith in an eternal purpose and out of their faith in mankind.

BABY'S CRIES 


A new born baby needs to cry to 


expand hi0 lungs. For a very young 
baby fifteon to thirty minutes a day 
is not too much crying. 


Infants get red in the 
face when 


they cry—they scream, 
loud and 


stionjr. This is one of 
their daily 


forms of exercise. It is good for them. 


II an infant cries too long or too 


often it is not normal. This cry will 
be a feeble whine of a weak moan. 
It may be caused by pain, temper, 
hunger, illness or habit. 


A cry of pain is usuelly strong and 


sharp and spasmodic. Baby may con- 
tract his features or draw up his 
lops, or show other signs of distress. 


A try of hunger is usually a con- 


stant, fietful cry, rarely strong and 
lusty. 


A try of temper is usually long and 


strong and violent. It is usually ac- 
companied by kicking and stiffening 
of the body. 


A cry of illness is 
fretful 
and 


moaning. 


A cry from habit is often heard 


even in very young babies. It stops 
when he gets what he wants. Let 
him "cry it out" It may take an hour 
jmd it may take two or three hours, 
but if you are sure your 
baby 
is 


comfortable and not in pain, it is bet- 
ter for his sake as well as your own 
to train him rather than to "spoil"

TRANSFERS 


Treaties Should Be Ratified or Enacted by 


Both Bodies of Congress 


By REPRESENTATIVE A. J. GRIFFIN of New York. 


The vital point in the whole discussion is the door which our nation- 


al Constitution leaves wide open for the crippling of a treaty by the house 
through the eiercise of its power to deny appropriations. If, for instance 
the house had remained obstinate at the tima the Texas treaty was nego- 
tiated that splendid state might still have remained outside our Union 
The remedy is to give the house the right to pass on a treaty. 


In three successive congresses I have introduced a resolution embodv- 


ing an amendment to the Constitution giving to ths house of repre«enta- 
tives equal power with the senate in the ratification of treaties, and I hope 
those gentlemen will give that proposition some consideration, in view of 
recent international developments and of the trend which this debate hat 
taken. The French chamber of deputies, the English parliament, the Ital 
ian chamber, all have a part in the ratification of treaties. 
The United 


States house of representatues is tha only body among democratic govern- 
ments in the world today winch is deprived of the right to participate in 
the making of that part of the law which is embraced in a treaty. 
r, 


Vesting the treaty-making power in the senate was a survival of an- 


cient mistrust of the people and its representative body. Independent of 
this consideration, as a treaty is a law and congress is the law-making 
body, the plain deduction is that treaties, as well as statute law, should 
be ratified or enacted by both bodies of congress.

PUBLIC GETS BIG RECOGNITION 


Washington, D. C., July 10,;—President Harding today 


proposed Federal administration of the nation-wide mine 
strike. 
Speaking before the conference of operators and 


miners at the White House the Chief Executive suggested 
that the dispute be submitted to a commission made up of 
three operators, three representatives of the miners and five 
persons to represent £he public. The President would appoint 
the public's representatives. 
He also again demanded that 


the operators and miners begin mining operators pending the 
findings of the commission. 
This commission would 'have 


until August 10th to arrange a new wage scale,-and in" the 
me^f 'ime the old scale would be effective. 


* Washington, t). C., July 10.—If a new wage scale cannot 


be agreed upon by August ,10th the President sard that the 
present scale should be continued until 1923. 
He asked, thai 


the two factions advise tonight if they would agree to this 
proposal. John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine Work 
^PC immediately called a meeting of the union chiefs. 
' 
It was understood that if this conference is concurred 


in by both operators and miners they would both agree to 
accept as final the findings of the commission. 


The commission would also make an exhaustive inquirj 


into the mining industry, which has been the source of recur- 
ring strikes for the past,,twelve years. 
The Prsident wa; 


hopeful that lasting peace in the industry could be established 
at this time and will ask Congress for authority and financial 
aid to proceed with the conference. 


The new wage "scale which the commission would fi> 


would continue in effect until March 1st, 1923. It was though" 
that the commission by that time would be able \ to make i 
complete report on the condition of the industry.': 


The-President's proposal, should it be accepted, would be 


a victory for the miners to a certain extent, as the commi&sioi 
would thus be drawing up a national wage seal, wherea,' 
the operators have been insisting on sectional \wage agree 
ments.

Our higher institutions of learning are not the 


apex of our system of education. They are ita base. 
All the people look up to their influence and their in- 
spiration. They must be under the guidance of men 
of piety and men of an open mind. They must con- 
tinue their indispensable service to the cause of free- 
dom by bringing all the people unto a knowledge of 
the truth. 


There must be an increasing reliance upon relig- 


ion. It is the source of all faith. It is the evidence 
of the eternal purpose, and of the true power, the 


true nobility of mankind. It gives a divine sanction to the authority of 
righteous government, to faithful service through economic relationship, 
and to the peaceful covenants of international understanding. 
It repre- 


sents the only hope of the world, the only motive by ,which mankind can 
bear the burdens of civilization. 


The peculiar meaning of America is faith, faith in the first place 


fn an international power, faith in the second place in mankind. There 
are those who doubt the stability of republican institutions. There are 
those who question* the ability of a people long to maintain a democracy. 
The progress of the race does not lie merely in the intelligence, philos- 
ophy, or the art of a few, but in their possession by the many, in their 
general acceptance. 


America lays no claim to the discovery of the theory of freedom of 


self-government. Its glory lies in the ability of its people to put those 
theories into practice, not merely the power to state them but the capacity 
to live tip to them. 


The inalienable right of man to life and liberty and to be protected 


in the enjoyment of the rewards of his own industry have their source in 
religion. The rights of man as man, the dignity of the individual, find 
their justification in that source alone. Whenever its teachings were full) 
admitted, the rest followed as a matter of course. It was religion that 


1 ;ame first ; then the establishment of free government. 


With thase there came the opportunity for a general education, for B 


broader service by the institutions of higher learning, which ushered in 
the age of science, resulting in the great material prosperity. These were 
'the institutions which Americans built up and supported out of their 
faith in an eternal purpose and out of their faith in mankind.

A new born baby needs to cry to 


expand hi0 lungs. For a very young 
baby fifteon to thirty minutes a day 
is not too much crying. 


Infants get red in the 
face when 


they cry—they scream, 
loud and 


stionjr. This is one of 
their daily 


forms of exercise. It is good for them. 


II an infant cries too long or too 


often it is not normal. This cry will 
be a feeble whine of a weak moan. 
It may be caused by pain, temper, 
hunger, illness or habit. 


A cry of pain is usuelly strong and 


sharp and spasmodic. Baby may con- 
tract his features or draw up his 
lops, or show other signs of distress. 


A try of hunger is usually a con- 


stant, fietful cry, rarely strong and 
lusty. 


A try of temper is usually long and 


strong and violent. It is usually ac- 
companied by kicking and stiffening 
of the body. 


A cry of illness is 
fretful 
and 


moaning. 


A cry from habit is often heard 


even in very young babies. It stops 
when he gets what he wants. Let 
him "cry it out" It may take an hour 
jmd it may take two or three hours, 
but if you are sure your 
baby

comfortable and not in pain, it is bet- 
ter for his sake as well as your own 
to train him rather than to "spoil"

TRANSFERS 


Treaties Should Be Ratified or Enacted by 


Both Bodies of Congress 


By REPRESENTATIVE A. J. GRIFFIN of New York. 


The vital point in the whole discussion is the door which our nation- 


al Constitution leaves wide open for the crippling of a treaty by the house 
through the eiercise of its power to deny appropriations. If, for instance 
the house had remained obstinate at the tima the Texas treaty was nego- 
tiated that splendid state might still have remained outside our Union 
The remedy is to give the house the right to pass on a treaty. 


In three successive congresses I have introduced a resolution embodv- 


ing an amendment to the Constitution giving to ths house of repre«enta- 
tives equal power with the senate in the ratification of treaties, and I hope 
those gentlemen will give that proposition some consideration, in view of 
recent international developments and of the trend which this debate hat 
taken. The French chamber of deputies, the English parliament, the Ital 
ian chamber, all have a part in the ratification of treaties. 
The United 


States house of representatues is tha only body among democratic govern- 
ments in the world today winch is deprived of the right to participate in 
the making of that part of the law which is embraced in a treaty. 
r, 


Vesting the treaty-making power in the senate was a survival of an- 


cient mistrust of the people and its representative body. Independent of 
this consideration, as a treaty is a law and congress is the law-making 
body, the plain deduction is that treaties, as well as statute law, should 
be ratified or enacted by both bodies of congress.
